In June, IflHl, the nflsinjlntLon at New York undertook to raise a load 
endowment fund for the benefit of the University. From thin nucleuft of 
effort a more general Alumni organization developed. The New York 
association fathered the idea of nn alumni Orgak IKING Secrktawy, niwl 
v.ith the aid of other SswAnee men (Alumni nf the institution .icaltcreH 
throughout the country i helped to finance the undertaking. The Univer- 
sity Iijih actually paid towards the mAinteiiAnce of this odttce about $1,50 A 
n year, with the Addition of $900 in 191-M5. This covers a period of 
three and tbruc-fourthK ycjirs. The remainder at the neceasary funds were 
furnished by Individual alumni who gave amounts ranging from $£!> to 
$3(H) each year. A considerable amount wart furnished also by those pay- 
ing annual due* lo the associated alumni. The total spent on this move- 
ment from June, 19l2 t lo September, ID 15, Amount* to $l3 r lJtW.

The returns are 200 registrations, netting the Institution $11,004 through 
their tuition, maliiculatiim feea, e1 cetera* and incidental profit to the 
dormitories, to aay nothing of actual money put in circnlfttion in their 
rettdeuco on the mountain.
